| Death Sentences for Murderers 


Few in Georgia, Survey Reveals 


Murder is seldom punished by the¢ 
death sentence in Georgia. According 
to a study of 466 idictments returned 
in 27 Georgia counties, only 22 per- 
sons received the death sentence. These 
figures were disclosed by the survey 
of criminal court procedure, recently 
completed by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration and made public by Miss 
Gay B. Shepperson, state WPA ad- 
ministrator. 

Exclusive of sentences to death or 
imprisonment for life, it was found 
that the prison terms for murder 
varied in the counties from a high 
'everage of 16 2-3 years to a low of

RESPONSES TO OPENING 
TWO-BIDS. 

When your partner has opened with 
a two-bid in a suit, you cannot pass. 
No matter how weak your hand, you 
must’ keep the bidding open. 

If you have adequate trump sup- 
port and one honor trick, you may 
raise him once. 

A double raise (from two to four) 
has a special meaning. Responder 
should give a double raise only when 
holding five trumps, or four trumps to 
the queen. He must not have a single- 
ton or any honor higher than a queen 
in his hand. This is a neat little in- 
ference enabling the opener to stop 
dead in his tracks short of a danger-/ 
ous slam or, if strong enough, to make 
an asking bid which asks immediately 
about third round control. 

If you have a biddable suit of your 
own, and one plus honor trick, you 
should bid your suit, but if you have 
the bare one plus honor trick which 
you need, you should not bid the suit 
unless it is headed by at least the ace, 
king or queen-jack. 

Without adequate trump support or 
a biddable suit, but with one and one- 
half honor tricks, you' should bid 
three no trump (a jump of one more 
than necessary); and with two and 
one-half honor tricks you should bid 
four no trump. (Five no trump is a 
conventional bid which shows three 
honor tricks including at least one 
ace.) 

If you cannot make any of the above 
responses, you must bid two no trump, 
This is a conventional negative re- 
sponse. It must be made, no matter 
how weak your hand, unless the next 
opponent bids and assures your part- 
ner of a chance to rebid. You must 
keep the bidding open until a game is

They lodged together in little bands upon | 
beds made of the rushes which grew by the banks of the 
River Eurotas, which they were to break off with their 
hands without a knife; if it were winter, they mingled 
some thistledown with their rushes, which it was thought 
had the property of giving warmth.”’

ERIE, Pa., July 19.—(4)—Samuel 
C. Weed, 40, accused hammer slayer 
of his wife and two children, was put’ 
in a strait jacket today after police 
said he snatched at a guard’s pistol 
and fought him briefly for its posses- 
sion. 

Acting Police Chief Richard J. 
Dundon said that despite his slender 
125-pound frame, Weed grabbed the 
butt of the pistol swingimg from the 
same brown belt' of Robert Holmes, 
burly 190-pound Erie policeman, and 
struggled with him until the officer, 
aided by hastily summoned physicians 
— nurses, brought him under con- 
trol. 

. Holmes was seated beside Weed's 
bed, reading a newspaper when the 
unexpected attack came. 

Late this afternoon as Weed lay 
supinely in the jacket he complained 
of “pains in my head.” 

The attack occurred about mid- 
day, shortly after Dundon said he did 
not fear “another suicide’ try” by 
Weed, who had hurled himself in front 
of an automobile after his family was 
slain. 

“But we are not going to take any 
chances,” added the officer in explain- 
ing why an armed guard was kept 
at Weed’'s bedside. 

During the day Le Roy Search, 
county detective, investigated Weed’s 
past life and said he “couldn't find 
a blemish.” 


“This man has lived a quiet life, 
been a Sunday school instructor and 
apparently a -normal citizen,” said 
Search. 

He and the other officers scoffed 
at an insanity motive for the man’s 
actions. 


Weed was. described as “talking 
freely” about the triple slaying, which 
Mortimer E. Graham, district attor- 
ney, said he ascribed to his having 
ae “a scarlet sin, a sin against 

od,” 


Three murder warrants were sworn 
out against Weed, but his arraignment 
will be held up until Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday, when hospital attendants 
said they believed he would be recov- 
ered sufficiently to be taken to §ail. 


Mrs. Edna Reck, a neighbor and 
distant relative of the slain Mrs. 
Irene Weed, 32, found the victims aft- 
er Weed ran across the street to her 
home babbling of the affair. 


Mrs. Weed already was dead, hér 
head broken, as was 55-year-old David | 
Weed, while Charles, 3, was fatally | 
injured and died shortly afterward in| 
a hospital. 

Dundon said Weed was arrested aft- 
er he threw himself headlong against | 
a moving automobile.
